28. 

It is acknowledged that Applicants elected not to include a "Summary of the 
Invention" in their specification. 

A new abstract that is more aptly descriptive of the invention claimed is 
requested. It appears that Applicants' invention is a method and not a machine readable 
medium. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-9 and 17-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Applicants' admitted prior art in view of Eriksson (USP 6,243,384). 

Claims 10-16 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Eriksson (USP 6,243,384) in view of Rochberger (USP 6,208,623). 

Details of the rejections have already been set forth in the last Office action. The 
details are incorporated herein by reference thereto. 

In the communication filed on8/24/2006, Applicants stated that they claim 
"issuing from node information describing address change within a SIG field in a PNNI 
Topology State Element". Applicants virtually concede that the rest of the recitation is 
prior art. The only remaining issue is whether the limitation above is patentable distinct 
over the applied art. A PNNI Topology State Element is nothing but a fancy name given 
to a packet communicated through a network of PNNI protocol [0028]. A SIG field is 
nothing but a fancy name given to a field within a packet. Claim 1 does not recite what 
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the method is for. Nor claim 1 recites how the SIG field is being used. When claim 1 is 
analyzed as a whole and given its broadest interpretation (stripped the labels), claim 1 
merely recites a node within a network for receiving and transmitting packet. No 
patentable weight is given to the label (PNNI ATM) of the network, nor the label of a 
field (SIG field), nor the label of a packet (PTSE), nor the label of a path (SPVC) 
because as far as the receiving and issuing steps are concern, whether or not the 
network is PNNI ATM, the field is SIG field, the' packet is PTSE and the path is SPVC 
are immaterial. Further, no patenting weight is given to what the node information 
describes because there is no step recited to use the node information. As far as the 
node is concern, the node information is nothing but 0 and 1s. Any node capable of 
transceiving information within a network would meet the requirement of the claims let 
alone the combined references teach PNNI network, SPVC path, PTSE packet and 
updating address change in response to notification from the other node (see page 4 of 
the Office action mailed 2/18/2005). 

As to combinability, since both references teach PNNI network, it would have 
been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the to update address change as taught by 
Eriksson in a PNNI network as admitted by Applicants. The motivation is to have the 
correct node address or up to date current address so that the communication within the 
network reaches the correct destination. Applicants fail to provide any reason as to why 
this would not motivate an ordinary skill in the art. 

As to the remarks directed to the 103 Rejection of claims 10-16 and 25-28 over 
Eridsson in view of Rochberger, Applicants merely allege what the applied references 
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do not teach. Applicants fail to provide any persuasive arguments as to why the 
rejection set out in the Office action mailed on 2/18/2005 is in error. In the Office action, 
the Examiner explains in detail how the applied references read on the claims.
